It has been patent to us, as well 
as to the general public, for some 
time past, that there was not suffi 
cient vitality in this institution, and 
that its affairs were not being con- 
ducted in the manner in which they 
should be. We gave expression to 
these views two weeks ago, but re- 
frained from saying all that we felt 
until after the annual exhibition had 
been held. We anticipated that it 
would be anything but a success, 
and in that we have not been mis- 
taken The quality of the few arti- 
cles exhibited was first-clas and all 
that could be desired, but the num- 
ber of exhibitors and exhibits were 
scandalously small. It is quite evi- 
dent that the farming community 
takes very litile interest in the work 
of the Society, and there must be a 
reason fur such a state of affairs. 
What, then, is the reason? We hear 
many farmers complain about mat- 
ters connected with the management 
of the Society; they say that when 
incorporation was sought a list of 
members was secured nearly all of 
them being citizens of the town, and 
very few farmers; that they were not 
aware of steps being taken to secure 
incorporation, and had no say tn the 
matter. We do not know about the 
truth or otherwise of these state- 
ments, but have reason to believe 
that they—especially the first—are 
not without a large element of truth. 
We know for a fact that in order to 
secure the requisite number of in- 
corporators too many of the mem- 
bers were obtained in this town and 
the farmers were almost totally ig- 
nored. We believed at the time 
that the action of the directors was 
unwise and would breed discontent, 
and we do not blame the farming 
class to feel somewhat hurt. Another 
complaint is that the society is con- 
trolled by the town, and that some 
of the executive are ob- 
noxious. That is a matter which
